James McGraw, 29-year-old ten­ 
ant farmer for St. Joseph’s college, 
Emmitsburg, died in the Frederick 
city hospital, at 6:30 o’clock, Thurs­ 
day evening, from a self-inflicted 
wound in the head. 
McGraw fatally wounded himself 
after he had shot Deputy Sheriff 
William E. Foreman, of Thurmont, 
Maryland, twice, once in the fore­ 
head and once in the right cheek, 
when the officer attempted to re­ 
move furniture from the McGraw 
home upon the request of Mrs. Mc­ 
Graw. 
Fleeing into the mountains after 
seriously wounding the officer, Mc­ 
Graw soon found himself trapped 
by state, city and county police. He 
fired one shot into his head and as 
a state trooper rushed him, Mc­ 
Graw toppled over and blood flowed 
from the wound 
Mumbles Last Words 
The trooper asked McGraw about 
the shooting. The wounded man, 
gasping for breath, made an effort 
to speak but his mumbled words 
could not be understood and he col­ 
lapsed unconscious. 
He was rushed 
! to the Frederick city hospital where 
lie died without regaining conscious- 
j ness. 
The McGraws had had some do­ 
mestic difficulty and Mrs. McGraw 
wanted her furniture moved out. 
Foreman was sent to remove the 
1 furniture, accompanied by Bemar 
Poole, who drove Foreman's car. 
Foreman and McGraw were in the 
cellar removing some jellies.
